The curtain dropped on another successful Orchesis fall concert 
and the audience was left to think about the deeper meaning 
each piece held. The Intercity Orchesis Dance Company had yet 
another outstanding student led performance. The dancers 
focused their pieces around the theme "Autobiography." Though 
the theme was relatable to their lives, it was still challenging to 
narrow down what experience they would bring to life. 

Being a dancer isn't as easy as everyone thinks it is; these 
dancers put in hours of practice to prepare for the concerts. They 
start preparing two months before the concert takes place. The 
theme is selected and then the dancers are tasked with making a 
full routine of what they want their piece to look like. Afterwards, 
they vote on what dances will be performed at the concert.

Coach and teacher Trevor Von Bruenchenhein took over the * 
varsity team after former coach Mike Troll said his goodbyes Iasi year Von 
Bruenchenhein reflected on his first season of coaching the team: 

"I thought it went well. I learned a lot and I have to act in a way I expect the 
players to act," Von Bruenchenhein said. "I always tell them they need to ^ 
something to take away and learn no matter how the game ends.” 

He also learned who he could count on as a leader. 

"Nathan Sakowicz was a great leader on and off the field. Kids respected 
him, and he always respected the role that was required of him,’ 1 Von 
Bruenchenhein said. "He was just a great competitor overall." 

Aside from a new coach, the Pioneers also played their last season in the 
Corn Belt Conference. Next year the team will be joining the Central State 
Eight conference. 

"I'm excited for the challenge for a new level of play and for the future of our 
program," junior quarterback Doug Holmes said. 

Throughout the season the team faced challenges that come along with being 
a smaller school.

Led by frontrunning freshman Katy Clausen, the girls cross 
country team had yet another successful season, placing 8th in 
the 2A State Meet. "I had a great year, and I wish I could have 
more." Clausen said. Clausen will be moving to Arizona next 
■ year but took on a very important and consistent role this year 
as a member of the varsity team. 

The varsity team included seniors Advika Kamatar, Ally

\ The girls placed 1st at Intercity and 4th at Regionals, 1st in the 
Combell Conference, and 2nd at Sectionals. Due to next year's 
transition to the Central State Eight Conference, the team went 
down as 'eternal Cornbelt Champs', one of the team's most 
memorable accomplishments of this season. 

"Conference was, without a doubt, the most competitive I’ve 
seen the girls," head coach John Neisler said. "We won a tight 
race against Mahomet, and people really stepped up and took 
ownership of what needed to get done."

Averaging around 30-35 miles a week, the girls worked on

"I'm really hopeful going 
into nationals. I’ve figured out how to work with my partner 
really well, and I feel really well prepared for nationals," 
Plumadore said. 

This year has certainly been a succesful one for the debate 
team. However, for Brian Rohman this was not the biggest 
accomplishment of the season. "I feel like my biggest 
accomplishment this season was getting so many students 
engaged and wanting to improve. I can’t take the credit for our 
success this season. It comes from students participating and 
putting in their best effort."

Michael Sondgeroth gave io seniors ai the rehearsal for Class Night. 
Sondgeroth is not only a wonderful husband and dad to his three U- 
High alums, but he is also a legend in the U-High family. "He is like 
the historian of U-High. Him leaving is going to be a loss of the 
perspective of history," principal Andrea Marker! said. Sondgeroth 
will be hanging up the record for the teacher with the most years at 
U-High, but don't let that fool ya; he did not spend all his time in the 
classroom. For 32 years Sondgeroth took on the role of coaching 
girls and boys sports teams, class night director, graduation master 
of ceremonies, and created U-Build, a volunteer organization that 
has built several houses in Haiti. He even appeared as a coach 
and father in a few of U-High's musicals, including "Footloose" and 
"High School Musical." Sondgeroth began his legacy in 1983 when 
he was a TCH student under Mr. Eckhet for the math department. 

He was later hired in 1985 as a math teacher and part of the 
coaching staff for the football, wrestling, and baseball teams. "I 
didn't even think I would get the job/' Sondgeroth said. He went on 
to become the assistant girls basketball coach. Sondgeroth's 
participation during Homecoming dress up days was always a 
sight to see. "He always has the best math clothing," Marker! said. 
"One I remember is the nursing home day; he plays that to a tee." 
Sondgeroth dedicated not only his life io U-High but his voice as 
well as he announced graduation after graduation and game after 
game. "He's a huge part of the pep rallies," activities director 
Wendy Smith said. The freshmen could always count on him to lead 
them in singing "I'm a little Teapot" at the Homecoming pep rally. 
"He makes things fun," sophomore Jordan Lawrence states. His 
voice could also be heard carrying across Horton Field for each 
football and powderpuff battle. He spent a lot time in that press 
box. Initially, Sondgeroth did not major in math at college but in 
communication, with the dream of becoming a commentator in the 
big leagues. U-High benefited for years from his experience in both 
fields. Perhaps nowhere has Sondgeroth left more of an imprint on 
U-High memories then Class Night 2016, when he created his 
legendary performance of The Blues Brothers. "The highlight that 
night was when he and Mr. Landes dressed up as the Blues 
Brothers," junior LeeLanda Brewer said. Sondgeroth is a teacher who 
has touched everyone's life in some shape or form; he will not be 
forgotten. "I don't think you replace Mike Sondgeroth; his 
personality is too big," assistant principal Sieve Evans said.

From the beginning of the season, it looked like an u h 11 
battle for the boys track team. Their sprinters were few a 
between, something that the team had not dealt with huhe^ 
past.
